JERICHO, Jordan, Ju ly 3— 
(AP)—An American exp edition is 
winding u p its first season of 
stu dy of the ancient winter cap i­ 
tal of the Roman governor of 
Palestine—a city that was new at 
the time of Christ. 
Dr. James L. Kelso of Pitts­ 
bu rgh, who is in charge of the 
work, said # the city was bu ilt 
either by Herod the Great, in­ 
famou s in biblical history for 
his slau ghter of the infants or by 
Herod’s son, Archaelau s. 


Dr. Kelso-describes it as a bit of 
transp lanted Rome, the first su ch 
city fou nd in the Middlq East. It 
was erected abou t the time of the 
birth of Christ, Dr. Kelslo said, 
and was “a rich man’s city,” with 
nu merou s and extensive villas. 
Excavations 
u nderway 
since 
Janu ary are being halted now 
becau se of the intense su mmer 
heat in this section of the Jor­ 
dan Valley near the Dead Sea­ 
ttle lowest body of water on earth. 
The work will start again next 
fall. 
The work, carried on with tfte 
help of Arab refu gees, has cov­ 
ered a wide area, some of the 
sites being three-fou rths of a mile 
ap art. 
Thu s far the diggers have u n­ 
covered sections of 
the p alace 
grou nds, a grand stairway, a great 
facade with 50 statu ary niches 
and gardens with a su nken ter­ 
race and reflecting basin. 
Dr. Kelso believes he has locat­

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Scare Buying

Much Of It Unjustified, It Seems 


Sa tu rd a y, Ju ly 8, 1950 


This Is No Drill 
TT WILL BE a few more weeks b efore thought 
and action in this country can b ecome ad­ 
justed to the shooting showdown with the 
Kremlin-guided conspiracy to overthrow all 
governments it cannot dominate. 
In the mean ime, there will b e a great deal 
of futile pre-occupation with the notion that 
the whole disagreeab le b usiness somehow will 
turn out to b e a b ad dream. 
But the shooting showdown with the Soviet 
Union it not a dream. 
As they say in the navy when the real 
thing is happening, ‘This is no drill!” 
Most of us will find it hard to follow events 
ab road. 
Almost none of us can ex pect to 
weave our way through the twistings and 
turnings of an unprecedented Snafu in in­ 
ternational law, Korea and the other places 
where troub le it ex pected to b reak out as 
the Kremlin pro bes for weak spots will seem 
to b e a long way off. Events will seem remote 
and unreal. 
% 
But this is no drilL 
It is the real thing. 
Ail of us. rememb ering what we learned 
during World War II are trained to do what 
is necessary. That does not mean everyb ody 
is going to do 
jL But no one in the United 
States can plead ignorance of his ob ligations 
when U S. troops are locked in b attle. They 
will b ear listing: 
1. "The ob ligation to b ehave like a free 
citizen of a society which assumes dignity of 
the individual man. A national crisis is the 
test of the American ideal, which assumes 
that American citizens are capab le of dis­ 
tinguishing b etween right and wrong. 
2. 
The ob ligation to ob serve the rights of 
others, taking no undue advantage of any fel­ 
low citizen on the ex cuse that ordinary rules 
of lair play are suspended. 
2. The ob ligation to b ehave responsib ly in 
ail usual and unusual situations, which in 
eludes a sense of responsib ility ab out what is 
said which might b e unfair or directly harm­ 
ful to the welfare of others. 
4. The ob ligation to rememb er at all times 
and in all things that there is nothing to in­ 
spire happiness in a situation causing the 
death of others—that a state of war, a state of 
preparedness or even a state of readiness to 
deal with a potential emergency is not an 
occasion lor making hay while the sun shines. 
Inflation is not prosperity b ut the denial of 
prosperity. 


There will b e hoarding, rumor-spreading, 
profiteering, gouging, chiseling and muddle- 
hcadcdness as the result of the newest crisis. 
There mill b e politicking, b ab b ling, b row­ 
b eating, b ackb iting and fact-twisting, these 
things go with war. 
The trick is to keep 
them in proportion to the fine q ualities which 
come to the fore whenever the United States 
ex erts its collective power. Turning that trick 
If the responsib ility of individuals. 
If Americans haven’t learned b y this time 
what not to do when their collective security 
Is chalieng d. the Soviet Union's plot for 
world domination will unfold under more 
favorab le auspices than the Kremlin had 
dare d to hope it might enjoy when the time 
came for the showdown. 
It is counting on 
the dames ic collapse of the United States 
far more heavily than on the mere overrun­ 
ning of areas like southern Korea. 


Ccare b uying is b eginning to ap- 
^ pear in isolated spots. It is 
concentrated on items which peo­ 
ple rememb er b ecame scarce in 
the last shooting war, such as 
cars, tires, b atteries, sugar, cof­ 
fee It is fed b y rumors. It is even 
egged on, 
in some cases, 
b y 
greedy merchants. 
In many cases, such as tires and 
b a t t e r i e s , these sought-after 
¿oods are now in full and ample 
supply—in some cases, such as 
sugar, in surplus s,upply. In fact, 
competition to sell is so keen in 
tires, for ex ample, 
that 
some 
dealers are holding sales at re­ 
duced prices. 
In others, such as steel pro­ 
ducts and some car models, de­ 
mand was already so high b efore 
the Korean fighting that a form 
of voluntary allocation was in 
force. A new rush to b uy piles 
up order b acklogs b ut it doesn’t 
get delivery. 
The industries 
that 
produce 
the products in which scare b uy­ 
ing is appearing are urging con­ 
sumers not to rush to b uy. Here 
ar^ their reasons: 


tons left over from this year’s 
crop. Washington could lay its 
hands on that fast if it wanted 
it for wartime production. Mean­ 
while, there is plenty of sugar in 
the stores. 
Used car dealers report a rush 
of b uyers, fearful 
of

They are also fearful of another 
rash of duplicate orders for new 
cars—would-b e customers order 
ing several makes and taking the 
one that b ecomes availab le first. 
L e a d i n g rub b er companies 
warn 
against 
any “b uy now” 
campaign. They say they have 
plenty of tires for all. Fear here 
is that the Reds might cut off 
the supply of natural rub b er from 
the Far East. But the U. S. gov­ 
ernment has five synthetic rub ­ 
b er plants in mothb alls. Ten of 
the government plants are b eing 
operated.

A N ACCURATE estimate of the
